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PROGRESS    REPORT

Dear  Fellow  Alumni: 

A  number  of  signifi- 
cant develop  ments 
have  taken  place  at 
our  Alma  Mater  since 
I  last  greeted  you 
through  the  pages  of 
the  Alumni  Bulletin. 
Space  will  permit  re- 
ference to  only  a  few 
of  these. 

Of  greatest  significance  to  our  alumni 
program  is  the  establishment  of  the  posi- 
tion of  Alumni  Secretary  and  Director  of 
Public  Relations  as  a  full  time  office.  We 
are  happy  to  announce  that  Mr.  Earl  L. 
Aiken,  Class  of  '39,  holds  this  position, 
having  assumed  his  duties  October  1,  1950. 
In  talent  and  experience  Earl  is  well 
qualified  for  this  work  and  results  of  his 
efforts  are  already  in  evidence. 

A  vast  amount  of  time  has  been  spent 
in  assembling  information  and  formulating 
plans  for  the  functioning  of  the  office. 
Henceforth  you  will  be  hearing  from  Le- 
noir Rhyne  more  regularly.  For  Mr. 
Aiken  to  work  most  effectively,  Lenoir 
Rhyne  must  also  hear  from  you.  We  are 
confident  that  the  Alumni  Secretary  will 
receive  your  support  and  encouragement. 

The  completion  of  Fritz  Hall,  new  men's 
dormitory,  is  another  great  step  forward 
for  Lenoir  Rhyne.  The  building  was 
rushed  to  completion  in  time  for  the  open- 
ing of  this  session  in  September  and  has 
been  filled  to  capacity,  housing  94  stud- 
ents and  a  counsellor.  Fritz  Hall  has  been 
erected  with  funds  raised  in  the  Christian 
Higher  Education  Year  Appeal  and  named 
as  a  tribute  to  the  devotion  and  service  of 
Dr.  Robert  Lindsay  Fritz  to  Lenoir  Rhyne 
College  since  the  day  of  its  founding  in 
1891. 

Another  building  operation  is  now  being 
anxiously  watched,  the  erection  of  the 
new  College  Church,  St.  Andrews.  The 
Church  with  educational  building  is  to  cost 


$250,000  exclusive  of  furnishings  and  is  a 
joint  project  of  the  St.  Andrews  Congre- 
gation, the  North  Carolina  Synod  and  the 
College.  The  new  church  will  make  a 
decided  contribution  to  the  spiritual  at- 
mosphere and  interest  on  the  campus.  The 
walls  of  the  building  are  now  nearing 
completion  and  it  will  soon  be  under  roof. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  church  can  be  ready 
for  use  in  the  fall  of  1951.  ' 

A  relocation  of  the  studios  of  the  music 
department  has  contributed  to  the  con- 
venience of  the  faculty  and  students  and 
to  the  efficiency  of  the  department.  The 
top  floor  of  Cline  Gymnasium,  which  has 
served  as  a  men's  dormitory  in  recent 
years,  is  now  headquarters  for  the  music 
department.  Four  studios,  two  classrooms 
and  several  practice  rooms  have  been  ar- 
ranged on  this  floor.  While  this  arrange- 
ment is  not  considered  ideal  or  permanent 
for  the  music  department,  it  is  a  decided 
improvement  over  the  widely  dispersed 
rooms  in  faculty  residences  and  dormi- 
tories previously  occupied  by  the  music 
department. 

Lenoir  Rhyne  enrollment  the  first  se- 
mester was  820,  an  increase  of  3.5%  over 
last  year.  This  stands  in  striking  contrast 
to  the  average  decrease  of  7.4%  for  all  the 
colleges  of  the  country.  The  enrollment 
for  the  second  semester  undoubtedly  will 
be  lower  than  last  year,  due  to  the  wave 
of  college  student  enlistments  in  the  armed 
forces  since  December  1.  Here  again  Le- 
noir Rhyne  is  fortunate  in  that  her  with- 
drawals have  not  been  as  high  as  in  many 
other  schools.  The  extent  of  the  effect 
that  mobilization  for  defense  will  have  on 
our  colleges  is  yet  to  be  seen.  It  is  ap- 
parent, however,  that  church  and  other 
independent  institutions  will  need  an  in- 
creased loyalty  and  support  on  the  part 
of  alumni  and  friends  to  weather  the  crisis. 

We  are  confident  of  the  growing  loyalty 
of  the  sons  and  daughlters  of  Lenoir 
Rhyne  and  in  this  assurance  we  are  plan- 
ning her  future.

Our  future  Alumni  deserve  paramount 
praise  and  a  rousing  cheer  for  their  con- 
tributions to  our  program  of  collecting 
these  questionnaires.  Our  students  of  the 
past  must  be  praised  for  the  pleasant  way 
they  have  cooperated  with  the  contestants 
when  asked  to  complete  the  information 
sheets.

"Our  college  has  nothing  like  this,"  revealed  a  visit- 
ing football  player  who  inspected  Lenoir  Rhyne's  new- 
est building,  Fritz  Hall  for  men.  Indeed,  few  other 
colleges  can  display  a  dormitory  so  modern  in  every 
way  as  this  newest  addition  to  Lenoir  Rhyne's  campus. 

The  impressive  three  story  residence  is  completely 
fireproof,  and  is  virtually  the  "last  word"  in  college 
architecture.  Housing  over  a  hundred  men  and  Coach 
Ratteree  as  Dean  of  Fritz  hall,  the  new  edifice  stands 
as  a  monument  to  what  friends  of  a  Christian  college 
can  do  when  called  upon. 

To  begin  at  the  bottom,  the  students  enjoy  the  use 
of  a  large  recreation  room,  where  they  can  practically 
wait  in  line  for  their  chances  at  the  current  ping-pong 
champion.  Or  they  can  listen  to  the  console  radio, 
or  relax  in  fine  sturdy  upholstered  chairs  and  read 
the  daily  newspapers. 

Also  in  the  basement  is  the  Bendix  laundry,  and  hot 
air  drying  room,  where  clothes  can  be  washed  and 
dried  within  an  hour.  Nearly  all  the  men  take  ad- 
vantage of  this  service,  since  a  week's  washing  can  be 
done  efficiently  for  merely  one  quarter.  Several  "old 
grads"  who  inspected  the  building  during  Homecoming 
last  fall  were  overheard  to  say,  "This  sure  beats  send- 
ing it  home  like  I  used  to  do,  or  doing  it  yourself  the 
hard  way." 

Moving  upstairs  to  the  first  floor,  a  minature  post 

office    is   found    beside    Coach    Ratteree's    apartment. 

Every   morning  at  ten,   the  daily   package   of  mail  is 

delivered  by  U.  S.  mail  truck,  and  given  directly  to 

the  dormitory  "post  master,"  who  faithfully  sorts  the 

letters  and  posts  them  in  the  proper  box, 
the  boxes  being  numbered  parallel  to  the 
rooms.  By  popular  approval,  the  bulk  of 
the  mail  consists  of  letters  from  the  "girl 
back  home;"  Dean  of  Men  E.  J.  Sox,  who 
resides  in  Highland  hall,  likes  to  call  such 
letters  'sugar  reports.'  His  observation  is 
proven  correct  at  every  'male'  call! 

Speaking  of  Coach  Ratteree's  apartment, 
it  varies  little  from  the  regular  rooms,  ex- 
cept for  the  bath.  The  bath,  by  striking 
contrast  to  his  football -coach  masculinity, 
is  completely  tiled  in  pink. 

Directly  across  the  entrance  hall  from 
Coach's  office  is  the  main  lounge,  furnish- 
ed   with    pieces    designed    for    the    mens' 
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or  LIVING

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comfort,  and  always  kept  extremely  neat.  The  men 
receive  their  parents  and  other  visitors  here,  and  they 
like  to  gather  here,  themselves,  for  the  evening  "bull" 
session,  an  indespensible  part  of  college  life.  This 
room,  designed  and  decorated  for  it's  good  living  at- 
mosphere, lends  itself  beautifully  to  democratic  life 
in  a  Christian  college. 

The  individual  rooms  are  well  equipped  with  sturdy 
oak  furniture,  consisting  of  twin  beds,  a  large  study 
table  with  matching  chairs,  and  a  spacious  chest  of 
drawers.  Each  man  has  his  own  closet,  which  can  be 
locked  if  desired.  On  either  side  of  the  rooms  are 
two  wall  bookcases,  which  are  always  well-filled  with 
books  or  other  personal  belongings.  Somehow,  a  large 
portrait  of  a  girl  also  seems  to  be  standard  in  nearly 
all  rooms.  One  could  almost  say  these  college  men  are 
like  the  proverbial  "girl-in-every-port  sailor." 

For  the  construction  of  the  rooms,  the  men  seem  to 
enjoy  most  the  radiant  heating,  the  roll-out  windows, 
and  the  venitian  blinds.  Without  doubt,  the  comfor- 
table furniture,  indirect  lighting,  sound-proofed  halls, 
and  clean  waxed  rubber -asphalt  floors  add  up  to  make 
this  the  finest  in  dormitories.  Every  man  takes  pride 
in  the  dormitory,  and  tries  to  make  his  own  room  at- 
tractive. 

On  every  floor  are  two  common  baths  and  shower 
rooms,  completely  tiled  to  a  six-foot  level.  The  water 
is  always  hot,  and  the  facilities  are  cleaned  every  day 
by  janitors.  Men  who  have  lived  in  other  dormitories 
on  the  campus  say,  "This  is  a  lot  better  then  where 
we  lived  last  year." 

The  men  like  Fritz  Hall,  and  they  en- 
joy living  in  it.  They  take  pride  in  it. 
Recently,  the  entire  residence  was  "up  in 
arms"  when  it  was  discovered  that  a  cul- 
prit, definitely  proved  not  to  have  been  a 
college  man,  had  marked  the  wall  of  the 
first  floor  hall  with  a  colored  crayon.  It 
was  only  a  matter  of  hours  before  some 
of  the  men  took  it  upon  themselves  to 
wash  the  marks  off. 

Yes,  the  men  take  pride  in  Fritz  Hall. 
They  like  it's  comfortable  beauty.  They 
like  it's  wonderful  modernity.  To  them, 
it's  home.

For  a  fellow  who  is  just  a  wee  bit  past 
twenty-eight,  it  seems  a  little  odd  that  he 
should  be  called  "PAPPY",  but  that  is  just 
what  everyone  is  calling  the  new  head 
mentor  of  Lenoir  Rhyne's  basketballing 
Bears.  He  is  friendly  Jim  Hamilton — 
University  of  North  Carolina  "48. 

The  younthful  cage  tutor  succeeded 
Brice  O.  Hall,  Jr.,  as  head  master  of  the 
Eruin  hoopsters  end  made  his  debut  a 
most  successful  one  by  leading  the  Bears 
to  the  regular-season  championship  and 
the  Number  One  seeding  in  the  Confer- 
ence Tournsy  at  Statesville  February  22- 
24.  His  club  turned  in  the  greatest  record 
ever  compiled  by  a  Lenoir  Rhyne  cage 
quint! 

Born  'way  out  in  Keir,  Kansas,  Septem- 
ber 2,  1922,  young  Jim  grew  up  as  most 
any  other  average  American  youth.  Sports 
were  his  first  love,  and,  naturally,  he  took 
part  in  all  types  of  athletics. 

By  the  time  he  reached  high  school, 
Jim  Hamilton  was  already  becoming  a 
whiz  of  a  basketball  player.  He  blossom- 
ed forth  in  all  his  glory  as  a  high  school 
cage  star,  captaining  his  team  for  three 
straight  years.  He  led  the  club  in  scoring 
and  landed  numerous  All -Honor  selec- 
tions. 

Graduating  from  high  school,  Hamilton

entered  Independent  Junior  College  where 
he  remained  for  one  year.  That  one  sea- 
son was  a  good  one,  though,  'cause  he  was 
named  to  a  forward  position  on  the  All- 
Kansas  mythical  five. 

Kansas  State  Teachers'  College  was  the 
next  stop  as  this  court  flash  from  Weir 
sought  to  continue  his  college  education. 
Remaining  at  Kansas  State  for  two  years, 
Homilton  kept  up  his  amazing  court  ar- 
tistry and  paced  his  team  to  third  place  in 
the  National  Tourney  at  Kansas  City. 

But  then  war  clouds  enshrouded  the 
world  and  athlete  Hamilton  joined  ranks 
with  the  United  States  Navy  in  1942.  He 
served  "Big  Uncle"  for  three  years,  seeing 
considerable  action  aboard  an  L,  C.  S. 
(rocket  ship)  in  the  Pacific  Theater -of - 
Operations.  He  held  the  rank  of  Lieu- 
tenant (jg)  upon  returning  to  the  way  of 
a  civilian. 

Ex -gob  Hamilton  chose  not  to  return  to 
school  in  Kansas,  so  that's  how  he  came  to 
be  at  the  University  in  Chapel  Hill.  A 
long,  hard  three  years  had  elapsed  since 
Jim,  whose  thinning  hair  now  gave  him  a 
slightly  bald  appearance,  had  performed 
on  the  hardwood,  but  he  fell  right  in  line. 

Tom  Scott  was  in  his  first  year  as  coach 
of  the  White  Phantoms,  one  of  the  leading 
teams  in  the  Southern  Conference.  Team- 
mates selected  Hamilton  as  their  captain, 
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and  he  set  a  red-hot  pace  as  the  squad's 
top  scorer.  Had  it  not  been  for  a  two- 
point  loss  to  North  Carolina  State's  potent 
Hoosier  Hotshots  in  the  finals  of  the  loop 
tourney,  the  White  Phants  would  have 
gone  on  to  an  even  greater  season. 

Baseball  beckoned  to  the  versatile  Ham- 
ilton, so  he  picked  up  a  glove  and  pair  of 
spikes  and  became  the  regular  second 
baseman  for  Coach  Bunn  Hearn's  diamond 
nine  in  1947.  Then  in  1948,  his  last  year 
as  a  student,  Jim  captained  that  aggrega- 
tion which  was  one  of  the  strongest  in  the 
state. 

While  working  on  his  master's  degree  at 
Carolina,  Hamilton  found  time  to  coach 
the  frosh  cagers.  He  directed  the  yearl- 
ings for  three  years  and  last  season  his 
Tar  Baby  proteges  rolled  up  an  admirable 
fifteen  wins  in  nineteen  outings. 

Charlotte's  American  Legion  saw  to  it 
that  he  stayed  busy  in  the  summer  by  se- 
lecting him  as  coach  of  the  Queen  City 
entry  in  Legion  Junior  baseball  for  the 
1950  campaign.  Incidentally,  his  nine 
didn't  win  any  championships,  but  it  did 
make  a  conmiendable  showing. 

The  native  Kansan  applied  for  and  was 
selected  for  the  vacant  Lenoir  Rhyne  cage 
post,  which  appeared  to  have  fine  pos- 
sibilities. Shortly  after  school  started. 
Coach  Hamilton  had  the  '50- '51  version  of 
the  Bears  out  for  practice.  With  veterans 
Billy  Wells,  Captain  Leo  Kantorski,  Tony 
Sellari,  Willard  "Flip"  Neighbors,  Ed  Paw- 
lak,  Sam  Acerra,  and  Jim  Lyerly  as  the 
nucleus,  the  ex-Carolina  Great  quickly 
got  down  to  business  and  fans  are  now 
seeing  the  results  every  time  the  spunky 
Bears  take  to  the  hardwood. 

And  living  every  momentous  play,  every 
missed  basket,  every  thrilling  triumph, 
every  disappointing  setback  with  her  like- 
able husband  is  charming  wife  "Bill." 
There's  another  reason  why  Jim  Hamilton 
is  called  "Pappy" — that's  because  he  is  a 
sure  enough  Pappy  to  his  little  one,  dub- 
bed Bill,  too.  The  little  tyke  is  five  months 
old,  and  they're  already  saying  he  has  the 
makings  of  an  athlete.

to  the  UNITE! 

A  Member  of  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  Faculty  Recently  Observed 
the  U.N.  In  Action,  Beloiu  He  Gives  A  Report  of  This 
Experience  at  a  Time  When  Our  Faith  In  ThisWWorld 
Orgamzation  Must  Be  Strengthened, 


Sometime  in  November  the  Hickory 
Rotary  Club  decided  to  send  an  observer 
to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  United 
Nations  at  Flushing  Meadow  and  Lake 
Success.  An  understanding  was  entered 
into  with  Dr.  Cromer  whereby  I  was  to  be 
given  a  leave  of  one  week  from  my  teach- 
ing responsibilities  at  the  college  if  the 
assignment  would  be  agreeable  to  me. 
Having  been  deeply  interested  in  the  pur- 
poses and  operations  of  every  phase  of 
the  United  Nations  Organization  I  was 
happy  to  accept  the  invitation.  My  part 
of  the  agreement  was  to  go  and  observe 
and,  then,  return  ready  to  pass  unto  civic 
clubs,  student  groups  and  community  or- 
ganizations such  reactions  as  I  could  make 
in  the  course  of  attending  meetings  and 
gatherings  open  to  me.  Since  my  return 
on  December  10  I  have  been  doing  this. 

It  was  fortunate  for  me  that  the  General 
Assembly  met  in  plenary  session  at  Flush- 
ing Meadow  December  4,  because  this  was 
the  only  session  held  at  that  place  during 
the  week  of  my  stay.  Here,  I  had  an  op- 
portunity to  examine  the  facilities  of  the 
world  press,  radio  and  television  as  well 
as  to  watch  the  manner  in  which  the  Gen- 


eral Assembly  operated.  From  the  press 
gallery  I  listened  to  the  speeches  of  a  doz- 
en representatives  of  different  nations  as 
they  presented  arguments  for  and  against 
accepting  new  members  into  the  United 
Nations  Organization.  Using  the  ear- 
phones for  the  first  time  I  was  almost 
astonished  to  realize  how  simultaneous 
interpretations  could  be  made  of  speeches 
as  they  were  being  delivered.  So  inter- 
esting was  every  aspect  of  the  occasion 
that  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  I  was 
almost  the  last  person  to  leave  the  place. 
Among  the  experiences  of  this  day  was 
an  opportunity  to  mill  about  for  some 
minutes  in  the  Delegates'  Lounge  where 
the  leaders  of  nations  were  assembled 
prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  session. 

The  other  days  I  spent  at  Lake  Success 
where  meet  the  Committees  of  the  General 
Assembly,  the  Security  Council,  the  Eco- 
nomic and  Social  Council,  the  Trusteeship 
Council  and  the  Secretariat  which  had  its 
headquarters  there  until  most  recently. 
If  one  intends  to  attend  committee  meet- 
ings it  is  necessary  to  obtain  reservations 
from  the  proper  authorities.  It  was  al- 
ways possible  for  me  to  obtain  a  ticket 
for  one  or  another  of  the  different  com- 
mittees which  held  sessions.  The  set-up 
of  each  of  the  six  main  conmiittees  of  the 
General  Assembly  is  identical  with  the 
others.  Each  nation-member  is  entitled 
to  one  voting  representative  on  each  com- 
mittee. As  I  was  bent  upon  seeing  and 
absorbing  the  greatest  amount  of  informa- 
tion possible  in  the  limited  time  at  my 
disposal,  I  made  an  effort  to  attend  each 
committee  at  least  once.  By  doing  this  I 
was  in  a  position  to  see  and  hear  different 
representatives    from   each   of    the     sixty 
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iATIONS"

nations  having  membership  in  the  General 
Assembly.  After  the  first  days  of  the 
General  Assembly  during  which  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  nations  present  their 
interpretations  of  the  world  situation  the 
specific  items  of  the  agenda  are  assigned 
to  the  different  committees  for  their  study 
and  recommendations.  Many  of  the  issues 
considered  have  been  most  difficult  to 
handle  and  v/ithout  being  long  in  com- 
mittee meetings  one  can  appreciate  the 
patience  and  persistence  which  are  so  es- 
sential in  all  diplomatic  preceedings. 

In  the  corridors  I  had  occasions  when  I 
was  able  to  be  in  the  close  presence  of 
many  of  the  leading  personalities  of  the 
nations  of  the  world.  Somehow  I  cannot 
keep  from  feeling  that  there  was  some- 
thing wonderful  in  an  experience  that  en- 
abled me  to  be  surrounded  by  the  world's 
celebrities  and,  especially,  since  they  were 
those  who  are  in  some  measure  devoted 
to  the  cause  of  world  peace  with  justice  for 
all.  I  have,  indeed,  the  greatest  admira- 
tion for  those  engaged  in  this  high  endea- 
vor, even  though  disappointments  in  their 
achievements  are  often  easy  to  entertain. 
However,  in  the  cause  of  the  United  Na- 
tions in  its  fullest  scope,  I  have  the  pro- 
foundest  hope  for  mankind. 

To  comprehend  the  United  Nations  in  its 
fullness,  however,  it  is  necessary  to  look 
at  the  less  well  known  bodies  which  are 
associated  with  the  Economic  and  Social 
Council.  As  the  name  suggests  this  is  the 
unit  of  the  United  Nations  which  devotes 
itself  to  analyzing  and  solving  the  econo- 
mic and  social  problems  which  confront 
mankind.  It  works  through  approximate- 
ly a  dozen  commissions  of  one  kind  or  an- 
other. Most  of  these  commissions  deal 
with  functional  problems  such  as  human 
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lights,  conti ol  of  the  use  of  narcotics,  posi- 
tion of  women,  and  full  employment  for 
folk  willing  to  work.  Several  others  are 
concerned  with  specific  difficulties  of 
people  living  in  certain  geographical  areas 
of  the  world.  In  these  areas — Europe, 
Asia  and  the  Far  East,  and  Latin  America 
— the  nations  involved  assemble  to  con- 
sider troublesome  matters  such  as  supply 
of  timber,  fish,  rice,  and  transport.  An  il- 
lustration will  show  how  the  Commission 
for  Asia  and  the  Far  East  functions.  A 
large  portion  of  the  Oriental  population 
has  rice  as  a  staple  in  its  diet.  The  supply 
of  rice  has  been  less  than  adequate  for 
needs  of  the  people  of  this  area.  Conse- 
quently several  conferences  of  interested 
nations  have  been  held  to  grapple  with  the 
problems  of  producing  enough  rice  to  sa- 
tisfy requirements. 

Also,  there  exist  to  day  less  than  a  doz- 
en world  organizations  known  as  Special- 
ized Agencies  which  work  to  remedy  basic 
trouble  making  conditions  in  society. 
These  report  to  the  Council  and  in  turn 
co-operate  with  the  Council  in  dealing 
with  problems  which  are  relevant  to  their 
purposes.  One  of  these  agencies  deals  with 
food  and  agricultural  problems  of  its  mem- 
bers, another  with  the  world's  health 
problems,  another  with  the  world's  labor 
problems,  another  with  safety  in  air  travel 
on  the  international  level,  another  with 
the  world's  educational,  scientific  and  cul- 
tural problems,  another  with  monetary  ex- 
changes and  another  with  international 
trade.  These  agencies  have  their  head- 
quarters in  different  major  cities  of  the 
world.  To  attempt  to  cope  with  some 
thorny  issues  the  Council  and  several 
agencies  may  work  together.  Here  the  one 
tragic  deficiency  is  that  nations  are  so  less 
prone  to  support  generously  these  organs 
to  labor  for  justice  than  they  are  to  lavish 
funds  upon  implements  of  destruction.

"The  Bears  Rolled  in  '50— 
—but  What  About  Next  Fall? 
Eoen  the  A.  D.  Can't  Answer 
Wis  One  —." 


THE  opportunity  to  reach  many  of  our  Alumni  and  friends  is  most  welcome.  It  has 
'  been  the  policy  of  the  Athletic  Department  to  notify  its  interested  friends  of  the 
organization  and  functions  of  the  College  Athletic  Department  through  newspapers  and 
radio.  It  is  a  privilege  to  have  this  opportunity  to  reach  many  of  you  who  normally 
don't  have  an  opportunity  to  hear  or  read  about  our  athletic  teams. 

The  coaching  staff  consists  of  five  people — Clarence  Stasavich,  Football  Coach  and 
Athletic  Director;  Jim  Hamilton,  Basketball  Coach;  Troy  Washam,  End  Coach  and  Base- 
ball Coach;  Pride  Ratteree,  Line  Coach  and  Assistant  Basketball  Coach;  and  Gene  Win- 
free,  Assistant  Football  Coach.  Along  with  coaching  duties  each  has  a  part  in  the  phy- 
sical education  program  in  which  field  a  major  is  offered  with  the  exception  of  Gene 
Winfree  who  is  a  student  coach.  The  coaching  set  up  is  very  satisfactory  and  functions 
in  a  most  efficient  manner. 

During  the  past  season  the  football  team  progressed  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 
The  squad  consisted  of  44  men,  19  of  whom  were  freshmen,  13  sophomores,  5  juniors, 
and  7  seniors.  It  was  a  known  fact  that  it  would  be  the  middle  of  the  season  before 
the  team  would  function  efficiently,  due  to  a  lack  of  experience.  The  team  progressed 
at  a  very  pleasing  rate  and  surpassed  our  expectations.  The  first  game  was  won  from 
Erskine  32-0,  the  next  game  was  lost  to  ECTC  27-19,  then  we  squeezed  by  Newberry 
13-7,  and  lost  to  Appalachian  20-18.  Our  extra  point  team  was  having  a  difficult  time 
scoring.  The  High  Point  game  saw  the  Bears  hit  their  stride  with  a  65-0  win,  followed 
by  a  pleasing  Homecoming  victory  of  25-7  over  Western  Carolina;  we  got  by  ACC  31-7 
and  Guilford  20-0.  The  42-13  win  over  Elon  was  our  best  game  as  Elon  was  the 
best  team  in  the  conference  at  that  time.     We  were  most  fortunate  to  beat  Catawba 

6-0  as  Catawba  played  an  inspired  game.

Our  offense  wasn't  clicking,  but  our  de- 
fensive unit  played  its  best  game  of  the 
season,  in  fact  they  scored  the  winning 
touchdown.  Furthermore,  Catawba  had 
scored  in  every  game  of  the  season,  with 
the  exception  of  our  game  which  is  a  fine 
tribute  to  our  defensive  unit. 

We  are  planning  for  a  much  stronger 
team  next  year — our  offensive  team  is 
virtually  intact,  our  big  job  being  with  the 
defensive  team.  We  feel  as  though  we 
have  fairly  good  replacements  for  the  men 
on  the  defensive  unit  who  were  graduat- 
ing. At  the  present  time  it  is  difficult  to 
say  just  how  hard  the  draft  will  hit  us. 
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We  have  lost  a  few  boys  by  the  volunteer 
route,  but  haven't  been  hurt  too  badly.  I 
expect  to  lose  a  number  in  June  yet  I  feel 
as  though  we'll  have  enough  boys  to  play 
football  in  '51. 

This  year's  squad  accomplished  several 
outstanding  feats.  It  won  more  games 
than  any  Lenoir  Rhyne  team  in  history. 
Two  men  made  the  All-State  team;  Frank 
Little  at  end  and  Frank  Snyder  at  Guard, 
both  truly  great  football  players.  Five 
men  were  selected  on  the  All-Conference 
team — Frank  Little,  end;  Frank  Snyder, 
Guard;  Claude  White,  tackle;  Gene  Rob- 
inson, halfback;  and  Steve  Trudnak,  full- 
back. Frank  Snyder  won  the  outstanding 
player  award  and  Frank  Little,  the  Sports- 
manship award.  The  team  was  honored 
with  two  bowl  bids  at  the  end  of  the  sea- 
son, but  it  was  deemed  wise  not  to  accept 
either  of  these  invitations.  The  squad 
selected  James  Newsome  and  Albert 
Archibald  as  Co -Captains  for  the  1951 
season. 

We  have  been  employing  the  single - 
wing  style  of  offense.  We  toyed  with  the 
idea  of  using  the  popular  "T"  formation, 
but  felt  the  single-wing  was  satisfactory 
if  exploited  more  than  had  been  done  in 
the  past.  We  were  justified  in  our  deduc- 
tions. It  appears  as  though  there  will  be 
a  shift  from  the  "T"  formation  to  the 
single- wing  this  fall.  Many  of  the  major 
colleges  have  already  indicated  this  fact. 
Our  signal  system  and  our  blocking  system 
has  been  completely  revised;  which  in- 
cludes all  of  the  progressive  elements  of 
line  play  used  in  modem  football.  Each 
spring  we  experiment  with  new  ideas  and 
if  they  work  out  well  we  incorporate 
them  in  our  system. 

Although  the  future  is  very  uncertain, 
we  are  continuing  with  our  plans  to  start 
winter  drills  on  January  29  and  spring 
drills  the  latter  part  of  March.  Many 
coaches  seem  to  think  it  isn't  too  import- 
ant to  work  off  season  as  it  is  hard  to 
predict  who  will  be  back  in  the  fall.  A 
few  boys  will  be  back  and  they  can  be 
better  football  players  because  of  the 
training  they  receive  this  spring.  The  few 
hours  they  spend  on  the  football  field  will 
not  be  missed  by  their  studies. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  say  that  pic- 
tures of  our  last  year's  games  are  available 
to  Alumni  groups.  We  will  be  happy  to 
show  them  to   you  at  your  convenience.

From  football  games  to  Christmas  ora- 
torios, Lenoir  Rhyne  college  music  groups 
filled  one  of  their  heaviest  schedules  dur- 
ing the  first  semester  of  the  current  ses- 
sion. In  addition,  the  groups  look  for- 
ward to  a  more  active  second  semester, 
dotted  with  numerous  out-of-town  ap- 
pearances and  tours. 

Musical  highlight  at  the  Lutheran  insti- 
tution to  date  this  year  was  the  unpre- 
cendented  symphony -choir  presentation 
of  Handel's  Christmas  "Messiah"  by  the 
college  a  cappella  choir  and  the  Hickory 
Civic  symphony  in  Hickory  and  Valdese. 

The  oratorio,  complete  with  solos,  was 
presented  by  the  combined  group,  totaling 
one  hundred  and  twenty  participants, 
under  the  direction  of  Prof.  Kenneth  B. 
Lee,  college  director  of  music.  Prof.  Robin 
F.  Gatwood,  assistant  professor  of  music, 
is  director  of  the  symphony. 

Attendance  at  the  Hickory  presentation 
on  Sunday,  December  10,  exceeded  six 
hundred.  The  "Messiah"  was  also  pre- 
sented at  Valdese  the  following  Tuesday 
before  an  audience  of  five  hundred  and 
broadcast  on  Hickory  radio  station  WHKY. 

Earlier  in  the  fall,  the  fifty-piece  Lenoir 
Rhyne  college  band,  also  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Professor  Gatwood,  dominated  the 


musical  spotlight  with  marching  exhibi- 
tions at  football  games,  pep  rallies  and 
parades. 

Classiest  of  the  band's  exhibitions  this 
year  is  considered  its  music  and  maneuver 
display  at  the  Elon-Lenoir  Rhyne  football 
game  in  Burlington,  November  11.  The 
group  dominated  pre-game  and  half-time 
interest  in  the  city  stadium  with  quick- 
changing  formations,  snappy  executions 
and  rhythmic  marches. 

Setting  the  pace  for  the  marches  this 
year  was  Drum  Major  Douglas  Saunders, 
a  Senior  from  Morganton,  a  stickler  for 
military  executions  and  adept  hand  with 
the  twirling  baton.  Assisting  him  in  the 
front  line  were  Majorettes  Martha  Ruth 
Carver  of  Hickory,  Pat  Coleman  of  Hick- 
ory, Shirley  Smith  of  Troy,  Hazel  Tucker 
of  Cheraw,  S.  C,  and  ten-year-old  Peggy 
Ennis  of  Hickory. 

The  band  also  played  at  the  High  Point- 
Lenoir  Rhjnie  game  in  High  Point,  Oc- 
tober 14;  the  Lenoir  Rhyne-Western  Caro- 
lina game  at  Hickory,  October  21;  the  Le- 
noir Rhyne -Guilford  Homecoming  game 
at  Hickory,  November  4;  and  the  Thanks- 
giving Day  classic,  Catawba-Lenoir  Rhyne, 
at  Salisbury,  November  23. 

Other  activites  included  playing  for 
the  Alumni  barbecue  dinner  at  Lenoir 
Rhyne  on  Homecoming  Day;  marching  in 
the  High  Point  and  Lenoir  Rhyne  Home- 
coming Day  parades,  the  Lexington  Arm- 
istice Day  parade  and  the  Statesville 
Christmas  parade. 

The  seventy-voice  choir  made  only  one 
other  public  appearance  in  addition  to 
presenting  the  Christmas  oratorio,  though 
four  appearances  were  scheduled.  The 
choir  sang   special  music   for  the   annual 
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Reformation  Day  service  for  Hickory,  held 
at  Miller's  Lutheran  church,  October  21, 
but  had  to  cancel  three  other  appearances 
scheduled  in  early  December,  because  of 
student  sicknesses. 

Sixteen  members  of  the  choir  sang  on 
the  Columbia  Broadcasting  System's  coast- 
to-coast  network  January  28,  when  the 
college  president,  Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer, 
delivered  the  address  on  the  Sunday  pro- 
gram, "Church  of  the  Air". 

Planned  activities  in  the  Lenoir  Rhyne 
Department  of  Music  for  the  remainder  of 
the  winter  session  are  only  tentatively  set. 
More  definite  announcements  concerning 
the  schedules  are  expected  within  the  next 
month.  Professor  Lee  has  announced  that 
at  least  two  events  of  unusual  interest  are 
now  under  department  consideration. 

Members  of  the  Department  of  Music 
faculty  have  begun  work  on  the  Gilbert 
and  Sullivan  operetta,  "The  Mikado",  to 
be  presented  in  the  early  spring.  Presen- 
tation of  the  operetta  will  replace  the  an- 
nual "Kampus  Kapers",  sponsored  by  the 
college  junior  class,  and  college  officials 
have  expressed  the  hope  that  the  presen- 
tation will  set  a  new  trend  in  cultural  Le- 
noir Rhyne  services. 

Title  role  in  the  operetta,  the  Mikado  of 
Japan,  goes  to  Fred  Castor,  Concord 
sophomore.  The  Mikado's  son,  Naoki-Poo, 
will  be  played  by  Robert  Walker,  Raleigh 
senior.  Roles  of  the  three  most  high 
nobles  will  be  filled  by  John  Yoder,  Hick- 
ory junior,  Ko-Ko,  Lord  High  Executioner 
of  the  land  of  Titipu;  J.  D.  Morrison, 
Hickory  senior,  Poo-Bah,  Lord  High 
Everything  Else;  and  Charles  Sigmon, 
Statesville  senior,  Pish-Tish. 

Principal  female  parts  in  the  operetta 
are  three  sisters,  wards  of  Ko-Ko.

He  was  a  native  of  Hickory,  being  the 
son  of  the  late  Dr.  Robert  A.  and  Rosa 
Fisher  Yoder.  Dr.  R.  A.  Yoder  served  as 
the  first  president  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  Col- 
lege, from  1891-1901. 

Dr.  Yoder  was  a  graduate  of  Lenoir 
Rhyne  in  1916,  after  which  he  attended 
the  University  of  North  Carolina,  and  later 
received  his  medical  degree  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania,  in  1923.

as  one  of  the  best  in  the  country.  He  was 
co-author  of  the  "Handbook  of  Diagnostic 
Standards  of  the  National  Tuberculosis 
Association."  The  work  is  used  in  tuber- 
culosis hospitals  throughout  the  United 
States.  A  fellow  of  the  American  College 
of  Physicians,  Dr.  Yoder  was  honored  with 
a  number  ol  notable  assignments.  At  tne 
time  of  his  death  he  was  an  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  clinical  medicine  at  Bowman- 
Gray  School  of  medicine.
